Do ck Strikes Blamed 
Fo r Big Trade Deficit

NEW YORK (AP) - Effects 
o f the pro lo nged do ck strikes 
were a majo r co ntribu ting fac­ 
to r to the reco rd trade deficit 
anno u nced Friday by the feder­ 
al go v ernment. The figu res do 
no t necessarily mean a failu re 
o f U.S. effo rts to co u nter the 
trade imbalance. 


So me o bserv ers believ e that 
President Nix o n’s mo v e fo r a 
co u rt-o rdered halt to the lo ng­ 
sho remen’s strike o n the East 
and Gu lf co asts is du e to the 
trade figu res, which sho wed the 
greatest deficit since Wo rld 
War II. 
Mu ch o f America’s ex po rts 
are bu lk pro du cts—grain to Eu ­ 
ro pe, fo r instance, and co al to 
Japan. Su ch heav y lo w-v alu e 
ex po rts mu st go by ship. With 
the East and Gu lf co asts strike 
o n since Oct. 1, the flo w o f these 
do llar-earning go o ds has been 
cu t o ff. 
Bu t this is no t tru e o f impo rts 
into thii co u ntiy . America bu y i 


su ch high v alu e go o ds as radio s 
and telev isio n receiv ers fro m 
Japan, cameras fro m Japan 
and Germany , glo v es fro m 
Italy . Su ch lo w-bu lk pro du cts 
can be bro u ght in by air cargo 
and the impo rt figu res sho w 
they were impo rted that way . 
So America can impo rt the 
go o ds she wants, by air, bu t 
canno t ex po rt the bu lk go o ds 
which mu st go by ship. 
The shilling strike is no t the 
o nly reaso n fo r the balance o f 
trade deficit, o f co u rse. The 
same facto rs which bro u ght 
abo u t the Au g. 15 effo rts to re­ 
du ce impo rts are still effectiv e. 
Ev en tho u gh the do llar has been 
effectiv ely dev alu ed, making 
United States go o ds cheaper 
o v erseas, the dev alu atio n has 
no t been eno u gh to tu rn aro u nd 
the balance o f trade. United 
States au tho rities say they mu st 
increase their trade by $13 
billio n to co rrect the imbalance. 
Instead, this y ear, the deficit 
has been increasing.

Philadelphia; Baltimo re; Mo ­ 
bile, Ala.; Alex andria, Va.; and 
Sav annah, Ga.—affecting a to ­ 
tal o f 37 ,000 wo rkers. 
Co u rt hearings were sched­ 
u led Satu rday o n go v ernment 
su its in Bo sto n, Ho u sto n and 
New Orleans and su its were still 
pending in Miami; Po rtland, 
Maine; and Pro v ince, R.I.

SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. 
(AP) — President Nix o n, map­ 
ping o u t a December schedu le 
o f pre-Peking and Mo sco w su m­ 
mit meetings, anno u nced Fri­ 
day he will meet with Britain’s 
Prime Minister Edward Heath 
in Bermu da Dec. 20-21. 
The meeting co mes ju st a 
week after ano ther Atlantic 
island co nference—Dec. 13-14 m 
the Azo res with French Prell- 
dent Geo rges Po mpido u . 
And there was specu latio n 
that still ano ther meeting may 
be planned with West German 
Chancello r Willy Brandt in Nix ­ 
o n’s anno u nced desire to co nsu lt 
with “majo r allied leaders” 
{H-io r to his v isits nex t y ear to 
the two Co mmu nist capitals. 
In an anno u ncement, made 
simu ltaneo u sly in Lo ndcm, the 
Western White Ho u se said Nix ­ 
o n and Heath planned “fu ll co n­ 
su ltatio ns” and their meetings 
will be “strictly bu siness.” 
Nix o n will be acco mpanied to 
bo th meetings by Secretary o f 
State William P. Ro gers, Secre­ 
tary o f the Treasu ry Jo hn B. 
Co nnally and natio nal secu rity 
adv iser Henry A. Kissinger. 
Press secretary Ro nald Zieg­ 
ler no ted that Ro gers and Co n­ 
nally also will be co nsu lting al­ 
lied leaders at a Dec. 9-10 semi­ 


annu al meeting o f NATO fo r­ 
eign ministers in Bru ssels. 
Bermu da, site o f the seco nd 
su mmit, is in the western At­ 
lantic, 580 miles east o f No rth 
Caro lina. It has been a po pu lar 
reso rt spo rt fo r many American 
to u rists. Nix o n will be Heath’s 
gu est there fo r the two day s in 
the pre-Christmas seaso n. 
As with the Po mpido u meet­ 
ing in the Po rtu gu ese Azo res, 
the West« *n White Ho u se said 
the details o f the meeting places 
and o ther arrangements hav e 
no t y et been determined. 
There was no precise ex ­ 
planatio n fo r the selectio n o f 
island meeting places. 
Ziegler said the President will 
retu rn to Washingto n after bo th 
trips.

Bo rder claahes between India 
and Pakistan hav e intensified in 
recent weeks, bringing the two

Pakistan that has sent millio ns 
o f refu gees fleeing to India. 
The Pakistan eastern co m- 


mand said at least 10 Indian di­ 
v isio ns to taling between 1110,000 
and 200.000 men were engaged 
in the East Pakistan co nflict. 


Brigadier G. M, D. Siddiqu i, 
the army chief o f staff, said 
Pakistani fo rces had kno cked 
o u t 20 Indian tanks since the

Co urt Injunctio n 
Blo cks Penn Centra l 
Sha reho lders Meeting 


PH IU D ELPH IA (AP) - A 
U.S. Diitrict Court judge issued 
■ preliminary injunction Friday 
blocking Monday's scheduled 
shareholder meeting of the 
Penn Central Co., 
parent 
company of the financially 
troubled Penn Central railroad. 
Instead Judge Joseph Lord III 
set a hearing for 10 a.m. Mon­ 
day on whether to make the in­ 
junction permanent. 
The injunction came as the 
result of a suit filed by attorney 
David Berger on behalf of Rich­ 
ard S. 
and 
Florence 
H. 
Robinson of Merion, who own 
more than 10,000 shares of the 
company’s common stock. 
The Penn Central Co.’s sole 
asset is the railroad, which is 
now in reorganization proceed­ 
ings in federal court. 
The suit is a class action ask­ 
ing for damages, the appoint­ 
ment of a receiver to manage 
and control the firm’s assets 
during the litigation, and the 
blocking of a rdinancing plan. 
The refinancing is to be 
handled by a group of Swiss 
financiers. The suit alleges that 
the proxies sent* out in advance 
oi the meeting failed to point out 
that Swiss noteholders will gain 
“ effective working control of 
the company” if the plan is ap­ 
proved. 
The {dan would postpone until 
1966 the payment of a $55 mil­ 
lion debt now due. The refinan­ 
cing plan was to come to a vote 
at Monday’s meeting, which is 
already six months late. 
“ If the plan is not approved,” 
the proxy statement warns, 


"the company will not have the 
funds to meet the Nov. 90, 1971, 
maturity of this debt and its 
creditors may seek to place the 
company in bankruptcy or 
receivership or the company it­ 
self may petition for reorgani­ 
zation under bankruptcy law.” 
No assets of the Penn Central 
Transportation Co. or of its real 
estate and pipeline subsidiaries 
—reportedly worth more than 
$6 billion — can be used by the 
parent company to pay the $55 
million debt. These are frozen 
by a federal judge now super­ 
vising the railroad reorganiza­ 
tion. 
The Penn Central Co. filed its 
1970 annual report last month, 
the first since the railroad’s 
June, 1970, bankruptcy action. 
It reported a net loss of nearly 
$426 million, all but $217,000 
charged to the railroad opera­ 
tion. 
In 1969 the loss was $121.6 
million, while in 1968 Penn Cen­ 
tral reported a profit of $90.3 
milhon. 
Named as defendants in the 
suit were Archibald De B. John­ 
son, president, treasurer and 
director of the firm, and four di­ 
rectors, Edward J. Eggart, 
Robert D. Hedberg, J. Wallace 
Scott Jr., and Francis Tucker. 
The suit charged that state­ 
ments made by the company in 
soliciting the proxies were false 
and violated the Securities Ex­ 
change Act of 1934. The suit 
charged the statements were 
designed to facilitate the refi­ 
nancing agreement with share­ 
holder approval.

precautions during the up­ 
coming deer hunting seasons. 
Although chances of being 
involved in an accident are far 
fewer for the man in the woods 
with a gun than for the person 
out for an afternoon picnic, 
there is sUlI a need for all 
hunters to take every safety 
precaution possible during deer 
seasons when long-range rifles 
are being used by most sport­ 
smen. 
Perhaps the most important 
step that can be taken toward 
the prevention of hunting ac­ 
cidents during the deer seasons 
is to wear fluorescent orange 
clothing, especially a cap and a 
vest. 
Unparalleled 
safety 
records are being compiled in 
states where wearing of this 
cirfor while hunting is required 
by law. 
A sportsman never forgets for 
one instant where the muzzle (rf 
his gun is pointed, and a gun 


Veh icles Barred 
Fro m Game Lan d s 


Hunters who have questioned 
whether or not it is possible to 
use vehicles on State Game 
Lands during the deer season 
are advised by the Game 
Commission that it is not per­ 
missible, except in special 
instances. 
Under rules and regulations 
of the commission governing 
State Game Lands, driving 
upon State Game Lands in 
vehicles of any description 
excepting by way of the roads 
which have been declared open 
and are open to the public for 
vehicular traffic shall be 
prohibited. 
With the proliferation of all- 
terrain type vehicles, motor 
scooters, motorbikes, jeep-type 
equipment, etc., some may 
have considered use of one or 
more of these vehicles as a 
means of crossing Game Lands. 
They are advised that to do so 
is unlawful. 


should never be aimed at 
anything the hunter wouldn’t 
want fo shoot. 


The muzzle must be free from 
obstructions at all times — 
something to be remembered 
when a hunter encounters mow 
or mud. 
Rifle scopes can become 
fogged in the rain or snow, aid 
need constant attention durii| 
inclement weather. 
One of the most dangerous 
hunters is the one who fails to 
keep his safe “ on” at all timet 
except while firing at a legal 
target. Another dangerous 
practice is to use a rifle scope to 
scan surroundings. The use of 
binoculars is strongly recom­ 
mended instead. 
Every year somebody is 
injured 
or 
killed 
while 
"cleaning” a gun. This should 
never happen. Always, the first 
step to take after picking up a 
firearm, for whatever reason, is 
to open the action and remove 
any ammunition that may be in 
the chamber or magazine. If 
this would be done, all such 
accidents would be eliminated. 
Numerous accidents occur 
when hunters load or unload 
their guns in the presence of 
others. Always point the gun 
away from other persons and in 
a safe direction when loading or 
unloading. 
In addition, there are those 
who persist in leaning a loaded 
gun against trees, cars, etc. 
Every year, some of them later 
wonder why the gun “ went (rff” 
when it fell. 
A ccid e n ts 
in v o lv in g 
ricochetting bullets are not as 
common 
as 
generally 
suspected, but they do occur. A 
hunter should always be certain 
that it is safe to hre into the 
background in case the bullet 
misses the intended target. 
Finally, be absolutely certain 
of the target itself. Every year 
some hunter fires at a white 
handkerchief that resembles 
the white tail of a deer, or at a 
piece of brown or khaki-colored 
clothing that resembles a deer 
hide.

A better system for the novice 
or person unfamiliar with the 
territory being hunted is to 
carry a yellow or orange 
marking pencil.

Warren County hunters can 
again expect to make a kill that 
will rank the county in a fifth or 
sixth place statewide for the 
number of bucks killed.

The tracking snow presently 
covering the ground should 
contribute towards reaching an 
all-time high this year in the 
harvest of bucks, as well as aid 
in the sighting of horns by the 
hunter. 
Buck season will run from 
Monday, November 29, through 
Saturday, December 11.

Tuesday, 
December 13 and 14.

Ernie Taylor, on German Hill 
MTionesta. and George ‘Moose’ 
M tar in Marienville made the 
co mmen ts as 
they

Friday for the annual 
in flu x o f 
some 30.000 hunters to 
th e state’s smallest county 
(280.000 acres) populated by 
less th an 5,000 persons. 
Historically, more deer have 
b een taken per square mile 
fro m Forest County than any 
other county in the state. 
Likewise, there have been more 
hunters per square mile. 
There are over 7,000 camps, 
cottages 
and 
summer 
residences in the county. 
Before the vast system of 
logging roads was created by 
the Allegheny National Forest, 
which owns more than 40 per 
cent of the county’s 245,000 
acres of commercial forest 
land, hunting was heavily 
concentrated in the Marienville. 
Tionesta and Kellettville areas. 
Today, the deer population and 
the hunter population is fairly 
evenly distributed, according to 
the 
game 
commission 
spokesmen. 
Taylor said that although he 
has only been assigned to his 
part (rf the county since April, 
he 
is 
rapidly 
becoming 
acquainted with his area with 
the help of nine experienced 
deputies. These deputies will be 
in the field with him throughout 
the hunting season. 
He said that from personal 
observation and from field 
reports from his deputies he 
feels there is an exceptionally 
good herd of large deer with six 
to eight points. 


Taylor said he didn't expect a 
great number of trophy racks to 
appear in his area, except from 
the outer fringes near the 
Clarion County line.

House and Senate Bills 
Both the House and Senate 
bills would validate existing 
contracts

AFL-CIO Convention Stand 
At its national convention in 
Miami the AFL-CIO reacted to 
labor’s defeat on the Pay Board 
by urging its members to strike

The 
delegates 
urged 
their 
representatives 
not 
to 
cooperate in administration (rf 
Pay board decisions until 
labor’s aims were achieved. 
They 
charged 
their 
representatives to remain on 
the board only as long as there 
was reasonable hope of at­ 
taining their goals. 
Most observers believe labor 
is unlikely to leave the Pay 
Board, because walking out 
would give Nixon an issue—the 
charge 
that 
labor

sabotaged the stabilization 
program. 
Further,

freeze if labor refused to 
cooperate with his program. 
NotSoFar Apart 
Another reason is that the 
positions of labor and the board 
are not as far apart as the 
rhetoric of labor chieftains 
would indicate. 
The board has approved the 
first-year provisions of the coal 
strike settlement reached on the 
eve of Phase Two. The new 
agreement provides pay raises 
of almost 17 percent in the first 
year. 
It is expected to result in an 
increase of 8 percent or more in 
the price of soft coal. 
There was little actual choice 
in the matter, since the miners 
were likely to strike again if 
their settlement was disap­ 
proved. The board will have no 
greater choice on several other 
major contracts which will 
come to it before the end of the 
year.

As the first secretary of com­ 
merce ever to visit Soviet Rus­ 
sia, Stans officially is charged 
with exploring the possibilities 
of developing trade and eco­ 
nomic cooperation with the 
Russians 
And at the end (rf a week, one 
source could describe what he 
said was a strong feeling of 
“ optimism and expectation on 
both sides ” 
Other sources said the two 


sides were talking in terms of a 
tenfold increase in their trade. 
That would mean a billion dol­ 
lar annual bilateral trade turn* 
over by the mid-1970s, pushing 
the United States to the h«ad d 
the line as Russia's main capi­ 
talist trading partner 
It was also learned that Nixo 
administration officials were 
looking forward to even further 
expansion of trade so that bila­ 
teral commerce would reach a 
level of $5 billion by the end of 
the decade The Soviet Union’s 
entire trade with the capitalist 
world was $5.17 billion last year. 
There were several signs that 
a Soviet-American economic 
agreement formalizing these 
developments was under con­ 
sideration, and that the time for 
its unveiling would be the Nixon 
visit. 
The last Soviet-American 
trade agreement was concluded 
with an exchange of notes July 
12, 1935 It went into force after 
more than 18 months of diffi­ 
cult negotiations. 
Fo rmer Hea d Of Crime 
Empire Dies In Ex ile 


ANCONA, Italy 'AP. - Joe 
Adonis, who headed a multimil- 
lion-dollar crime empire on the 
U.S. East Coast before his de­ 
portation in 1956, died Friday in 
lonely exile here. He was 69. 
Four months ago Italian au­ 
thorities banished him from his 
plush Milan a(>artment to the 
tiny village of Serra de Conti, 
near the Adriatic Coast city on 
the ground that he still had un­ 
derworld connections. Adonis 
said the exile "will kill me.” 
On Tuesday night, the once- 
powerful gambling lord was 
hospitalized with heart and lung 
complications following a bout 
with pneumonia. 
Until 1951, the only conviction 
Adonis had on his criminal 
record was one count of dis­ 
orderly conduct, for which he 
paid a $25 fine. 
But during the 1951 hearings 
of the late Sen, Estes Kefau- 
ver’s Senate crime committee, 
Adonis was described as a for­ 
mer chief of Murder, Inc., the 
kill-to-order gang of the 1930s. 
Although there was some dis­ 
agreement over where Adonis 
was bom—in Italy or the United 
States—he grew up in one (rf the 
worst slums of Brooklyn and 


never got as tar as high school. 
Between 1926 and 1940 he was 
arrested six times on charges 
ranging from grand larceny to 
assault, but only the disorderly 
conduct count stuck, and 1944 
saw Adonis living in a luxurious 
$100,000 home in New Jersey 
with his wife and four children. 
There he invested in several 
legitimate businesses. 
But the government had be­ 
gun to take an interest in his 
gambling connections, and at 
the hearings Kefauver said he 
was involved with a $20-million 
crime syndicate with gambling 
outlets in major East Coast 
cities. 
Finally in 1951, Adonis was 
charged with operating a $1- 
million dice gambling ring in 
Bergen County, N.J. He pleaded 
no contest and served two years 
and two months in the Tentón 
State Prison. The government 
already had begun deportation 
proceedings when he was 
released from jail. 
Adonis was given the choice 
of retirement in Italy or another 
prison term in the United States 
for perjury and later de­ 
portation. He sailed for Italy 
Jan. 3,1956, in a $750-a-day suite 
aboard an Italian liner.

Now he’s back on his feet and 
says he owes his progress to a 
new drug he’s been working 
with in a program to help others 
like himself. 
The drug, L. Dopa, has re­ 
lieved Parkinsonism symp- 
tons— shaking hands, peculiar 
gait, fixed facial expression and 
muscle rigidity — in about 70 
per cent of the cases where its 
been used. But it is not a cure. 
Dr. Fred Schmidt (not his 
real name) is in a unique 
position to help victims of the 
disease, who are often with­ 
drawn and devoid of hope. 
“ Having been through the 
mill. I’m able to sustain them,” 
he says. 
“They need encouragement,” 
Schmidt explains. “ One of the 
greatest problems is confidence 
— it’s hard when you don’t know 
if you’re going to be able to get 
out of a chair and walk.” 
Schmidt, who asked to keep 
his true identity a secret, is now 
working as a volunteer with pa­ 
tients in a pilot program, he 
helped set up at John J. Kane 
Hospital, a county institution 
for the chronically ill and in­ 
firm.

practice in his prime and later 
virtually confined to bed by 
Parkinson’s disease, Schmidt is 
enthusiastic about the progress 
he’s made with L. Dopa. 
His speech is still halting and, 
like most L. Dopa users, he 
suffers from a side effect of the 
dnig-an involuntary rolling of 
his head. But he seems to feel 
this is a small price to pay for 
the ability to walk and cure for 
himself again. 
Schmidt first suspected he 
had the disease when he 
developed a hand tremor — 
usually an early si^. The cause 
of Parkinsonism is not known 
but, generally, it attacks late in 
life and the symptons grow 


progressively worse over ten or 
20 years. 
An estimated 350,000 — 
400,000 Americans have the 
dread disease. 
In the early stages, manual 
skills are gradually lost, speech 
becomes poor and chewing is 
difficult. 
Later locomotion is ex­ 
tremely hampered and, in the 
advanced stages, the patient is 
severely handicapped in all 


voluntary movement and otten 
confined to bed. His sense and 
Intellect, however, are not 
damaged and the disease is not 
fatal. 


Many victims are shy and 
withdrawn — embarrassed by 
their peculiar gait, jerky move­ 
ments or helplessness. 


But Schmidt says the patients

Soviet Ambassador Jacob A. 
Malik struck back with charges 
that Peking had developed as its 
theme an attack on the su­ 
perpowers—the Soviet Union 
and the United States-while 
posing as a defender of the 
smaller countries. 
In a speech reminiscent the 
worst days of the cold war, 
Chiao noted that Malik on 
Wednesday had spoken of a 
Chinese-American “ duet of 
negativism” because of their 
opposition to the proposed arms 
conference. 
“There are cheap and demo- 
gogic words, which are not 
worth refuting,” Chiao as­ 
serted. “ Who, after all, is sing­ 
ing a duet with U.S. imperial­ 
ism?” 
He said Soviet forces were 
stationed in Mongolia, to the 
north of China, while the United 
States maintains military bases 
in Japan. 
“ Is this not a kind of duet? he 
asked. 
Chiao said China has had long 
experience 
with 
Soviet 
chauvinism 
and 
social- 
imperialism. 
Chiao said he would not par­ 
ticipate in the voting on the So­ 
viet proposal “and will assume 
no obligation as a result of the 
voting.” 
Ambassador Christopher H. 
Phillips told the assembly the 
question of a world arms con­ 
ference should be approached 
“in a deliberate and cautious 
manner” and that a furtehr ex­ 
change of views is needed be­ 
fore a decision is taken. 


He expressed doubts about 
the possible results of dis­ 
cussions in a world-wide forum, 
as well as the need for addi­ 
tional machinery. He quoted 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers as saying grandiose 
schemes “ tend to generate 
many words and few results.”

President Nixon’s move to 
end the Gulf and East Coast 
dock tieups with a strike in­ 
junction, and reports of his 
timism about the upcoming in­ 
ternational monetary talks. 
Hie market surge followed a 
series of sessions in which 
prices touched successive 1971 
lows. The Dow industrial aver­ 
age had tumbled some 24 points 
over a four-session span that 
ended last Tuesday. 
Big Board volume declined to 
10.88 million shares from 11.9 
million shares Wednesday. Bro­ 
kers said trading was slow be­ 
cause many investors were tak­ 
ing a long weekend aft«* the 
'Rianksgiving holiday. 
Gains ran through all groups 
of stocks. 
Of the 1,620 issues traded on 
the Big Board, 1,106 advaYiced 
and 242 declined. New yearly 
lows were reached by 64 issues 
and highs by three.

IN TOKYO 
family business 
scores 'strike' 


WENDELL W. McMILLEN 


By BOB ROGGE 
Bowling is booming in Tokyo 
and the McMillen Lumber Co. of 
Sheffield has a good alley into 
the business the keglers are 
generating in that Oriental 
capital. 
How so? Here’s how. Bowling 
alleys are made of white maple, 
a superior type of hardwood 
that stands up well to the 
bouncing ball of the neophyte 
and provides a hard, glass-slick 
surface for the pro. McMillen 
Lumber Co. is producing a 
great quantity of tongue and 
grooved white maple boards for 
Japanese bowling alleys. 
rhe boards are placed on 
eoge to lay the alley and when 
properly finished are like a 
stretch of ice skating rink, and 
they wear for years. 
There is one building in Tokyo 
that is 20-stories high and there 
are 20 lanes on each floor. 
That’s 400 lanes and they will 
consume some 440,000 linear 
feet of white maple at ap­ 
proximately 1,100 feet per lane. 
The McMillen Lumber Co. 
has been a family business for 
the past 40 years, according to 
Wendell W. McMillen, president 
of the firm. They had their 
origins in Clarion County in the 
Tionesta area, but moved to 
Sheffield some 30 years ago. 
Three McMillen brothers run 
the business. Wendell in the 
front office, James who is mill 
foreman, and Robert the woods 
foreman. Their plant employs 
in the neighborhood of fifty 
persons and is one of the major 
industries in the area. 
Holding down the front offices 
you will find Marcia Dahlgren 
as receptionist and Joyce Olson 
minding the company books. In 
Mr. McMillen’s office you will 
find Angie Pellegrino, his 
secretary. 
The plant consists of a 
sawmill, a dimension plant - 
more about this later - several 


Paul Lmdberg is general fac­ 
totum at the plant and has been 
there since 1953. He serves as 
purchasing agent, payroll clerk, 
personnel 
director 
and 
whatever else is handed his way 
by the front office. 
Each year the industry 
produces more than 4,000,000 
board feet of cherry, hard and 
soft maple, beech, red oak, 
poplar, basswood and some 
birch; and the products are 
shipped by truck and rail to 
furniture 
and 
television 
manufacturers in Canada, the 
Carolinas and the West Coast. 
The mill is highly mechanized, 
dispensing with many of the 
older hand-done jobs, and in the 
really dangerous areas such as 
feeding the great circular saw 
that squares the logs, then cuts 
them into planks, the sequence 
is entirely mechanical with just 
one man controlling the entire 
operation. 
To the uninitiated, a sawmill 
and dimension ¡riant look like 
good places to stay out of, but 
the presence of a number of 
female workers gives you 
second thoughts - if the ladies 
can do it, when can’t I stand 
around and watch? 
Mo6t interesting, perhaps, of 
all the sawmill operations is the 
head-rig and carriage where the 
peeled-raw 
logs 
are 
manipulated by hydraulically 
controlled hooks and levers and 
are never touched by hand. The 
logs are fed onto the carriage, 
clamped into position and fed 
into the screaming circular 
saw. After each cut, 
the 
carriage returns and the log is 
neatly flipped over for another 
trip through the whirling saw 
teeth. When the log is squared, 
the operator, Berdean Thomas, 
makes the plank cuts. The side 
cuts, or slabs, eventually go into 
the chipper where they are 
reduced to little chunks and 
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ON THE COVER 


Berdean Thomas, sawyer at the McMillen Lumber Company sawmill, 
takes the final cut on an oak log, squaring it off for gang-sawing into planks. 
The massive circular saw, seen at the right in high speed motion, bites through 
the hardwood with a long, sustained scream as the log moves steadily into its 
teeth. The log, and its transporting carriage, are controlled by Thomas from 
his booth. If you have fond ideas of going to a sawmill and smelling the fresh 
cut timber, don’t go there when they are working oak. It smells.

Refu ses To Retract

“One of the biggest challenges 
facing 
America 
today /' 
Assembly man Frank lin Ku ry told 
the Hou se Conserv ation Com­ 
mittee, “is whether its people can 
hav e all the electric power they 
want and still retain a decent 
env ironment.'* 
Ku ry was testify ing in su pport 
of legislation that wou ld giv e the 
Department of Env ironmental 
Resou rces the power to approv e 
or disapprov e all fu tu re con­ 
stru ction of electric power plants 
and transmission lines within the 
Commonwealth. 
Continu ing his testimony , Ku ry 
said, “Ev ery power plant, 
whether nu clear or fossil bu rning, 
req u ires a stack for discharging 
gas or smok e into the atmosphere. 
Fossil fu eled electric plants 
’discharge abou t 50 per cent of the 
su lphu r ox ides, abou t 25 per cent 
of the particu late, and ap­ 
prox imately 25 per cent of the 
nitrogen ox ide emissions in the 
nation. Across the cou ntry , power 
plants emit some 12 million tons of 
su lphu r ox ide into the atmosphere 
ev ery y ear.” 
Considering cu rrent predictions 
that by 1990 this nation will be 
u sing 5.83 trillion k ilowatt hou rs of 
electric power, compared to a 
consu mption rate of 1.52 trillion 
k ilowatt hou rs in 1970, an increase 


WASHINGTON—Once again Congress is 
attempting to pass legislation which wou ld 
infringe on the rights of people. Rie Senate 
passed a bill last week which wou ld permit 
each tax pay er to donate $1 of his tax es to 
finance the 1972 presidential campaign. 
Hie Hou se has sev eral bills limiting the 
amou nt of money politicians can spend on 
their campaigns. 
If any of these bills become law, it* 
means that the right of large corporations 
and labor u nions to bu y politicians wou ld 
be abrogated, and the v ested interests in 
this cou ntry wou ld be hard pu t to finance 
the campaigns qf congressmen, senators 
and the President. 
Terence L. Bloodstone, president of the 
Washington Order of Loy al Lobby ists, 
angrily denou nced the new plans to 
finance politicians as a threat to the 
American political way of life. 
“The salv ation of this democracy ," he 
told me 
at a 
$500-a-plate 
political 
testimonial dinner, “is big bu siness’ and 
big labor’s financing of political cam­ 
paigns. for y ears we hav e made it 
possible for ev ery politician in this cou ntry 
to 
be 
elected. 
There 
isn’t 
one 
congressman, senator or gov ernor who 
doesn’t owe a debt to u s. Now Congress 
wants to tak e that away .” 
“It does seem u nfair,” I admitted. 
Bloodstone stabbed his fork into his 
lobster thermidor. 
“ We’v e been bu y ing and selling 
politicians for y ears. They tru st u s, they 
believ e in u s, they ’ll go to bat for u s.” 
“Many of them are ev en in bed with 
y ou ,” I said, try ing to be helpfu l. 
He ignored this remark . “Look arou nd 
at this dinner. Ev ery table of 10 people 
represents $5,000. 
Who bou ght these 
tables? 
Corporations, 
bank ers, 
m anu factu rers 
and 
pu blic-minded 
millionaires. We don’t ask any thing for 
ou rselv es. We ju st want the best man 
elected to the best job. Do y ou think people 
who contribu te one lou sy dollar from their 


of 248 per cent, there is reason to 
agree with the point 
the 
representativ e is mak ing. Su ch an 
increase, whether generated by 
nu clear or fossil fu el, can and will 
threaten the world’s env ironment. 
Howev er, there is reason to think 
that other controls in addition to 
controlling constru ction sites are 
needed. 
And possibly the greatest of 
these controls wou ld be the 
limiting of electric power u se. Not 
the limiting of necessary u se, bu t 
a limiting of the wastefu l u se that 
one can observ e on ev ery hand in 
any commu nity . Electricity , the 
generating of which places a 
heav y demand on ou r natu ral 
resou rces, and contribu tes im­ 
measu rably to ou r pollu tion 
problems, is ex pended by the 
American pu blic in an ex tremely 
careless manner as we attempt to 
replace night with day -lik e 
illu mination, or replace light of 
day itself in windowless bu ildings. 
As Theodore Roosev elt told 
Congress in 1907, “To waste, to 
destroy , ou r natu ral resou rces” is 
to u ndermine 
the nation’s 
prosperity . And in 1970 we cou ld 
add, “As well as defile man’s 
habitat” if the reference applied 
to the generation of electric 
power. 


tax es will hav e any idea who the best man 
is?” 
“I shou ld say not,” I replied. “You hav e 
to contribu te a lot of money to k now what 
is good for the cou ntry .” 
Bloodstone started tearing his du ck a 
1’orange apart. 
“Do y ou k now what is going to happen if 
these political fu nd-raising schemes 
become law? Hie politicians aren’t going 
to be responsible to any body . Hiey ’re 
going to figu re it’s the tax pay er’s money 
so they don’t hav e to answer for their 
actions.” 
“It’s tru e,” I said. “At least now a 
politician k nows who gav e him the money 
and can react accordingly .” 
“The Democrats are sore,” Bloodstone 
said, “becau se they can’t get any one to 
come to their dinners. Bu t I say if a 
political party can’t sell ou t a $500-a-plate 
dinner, it shou ldn’t be in politics. Ju st 
becau se they don’t hav e an Agnew or a 
Martha Mitchell is no reason to sabotage 
all of the campaign fu nd-raising methods 
of this cou ntry .” 


Bloodstone was now gu lping down his 
foie gras. 
I said, “It seems a pity that after all the 
seed work the lobby ists hav e done to get 
politicians in their pock et, that a grou p of 
senatots or congressmen wou ld destroy it 
with some self-serv ing legislation.” 
“Don’t think the fight is ov er,” Blood­ 
stone said. “The Senate bill has to go to the 
Hou se and then it has to go to the 
President. Do y ou think any Repu blican 
President wou ld sign a law that wou ld help 
the Democrats finance their campaign?” 
“I shou ld hope not,” I said. 
The waiter brou ght ou r cherries ju bilee. 
Bloodstone belched. “Besides, we hav e 
to think of the economy . What’s going to 
happen to all the hotel banq u et rooms if 
they do away with political fu nd-raising 
dinners?” 
“What a blow to Conrad Hilton,” I said. 


WASHINGTON - The mak ers of the 
anti-pain pill Darv on hav e challenged ou r 
charges that their prize pill is no better 
than aspirin for stopping pain and, worse, 
that it is being tak en by addicts, 
sometimes with lethal resu lts. 
We ex pected the pill’s produ cer, Eli 
Lilly & Co., to howl. After all, the company 
rang u p $83 million last y ear in Darv on 
sales. Bu t we didn’t ex pect the respected 
firm to tell ou tright lies, one of them now 
admitted by a shamefaced spok esman. 
In its answer to ou r colu mn, Lilly 
claimed flatly that “no injectable form of 
Darv on is mark eted.” The company k new 
this was u ntru e. Robert Newell, Lilly ’s 
press chief, now concedes an injectable 
form is mark eted ov erseas. He also 
concedes that domestic Darv on can be 
dissolv ed and injected. 
Here are additional facts that Lilly 
omitted from its statement and wou ld lik e 
to hide from the pu blic in order to k eep 
those sales at the $83 million mark : 
The conserv ativ e Jou rnal of the 
American Medical Association reported on 
Au gu st 10,19 70: “Propox y phene (Darv on) 
is no more effectiv e than aspirin or 
codeine and may ev en be inferior to these 
analgesics (pain k illers).” 
Yet Darv on costs 50 times more than 
aspirin and many times more than 
codeine. 
DARVON VS. ASPIRIN 
The AMA’s cau tiou s Cou ncil on Dru gs 
reported in its 1971 Dru g Ev alu ations: 
“Effectiv eness of (Darv on) in a dose of 32 
mg. is q u estionable, and in a dose of 65 
mg., it is no more, and u su ally less, ef­ 
fectiv e than the same dose of codeine or 
u su al dose of aspirin__ Abu se of (Dar­ 
v on) and dev elopment of morphine-ty pe 
dru g dependencies hav e been reported.” 
Yet millions of Americans u se Darv on, 
and thou sands of doctors prescribe it. Its 
wide u sage, ev idently , is based more on 
bally hoo than on medical merit. 
The National Academy of Sciences- 
National Research Cou ncil, whose official 
reports confirm the AMA’s findings, also 
warn: ‘“Poisoning produ ced by (Darv on) 
is essentially ty pical of narcotics ov er­ 
dose— 
Its general pharmacological 
properties are those of the narcotics.” 
Yet Darv on has somehow av oided a 
federal listing as a narcotic. This can be 
attribu ted, in part, to the power of the dru g 
lobby in Washington. President Nix on, 
whose fav orite su gar daddy is Warner- 
Lambert Pharmaceu tical’s grand old 
Elmer Bobst, has declared his opposition 
to more dru g regu lation. And the relu ctant 
regu lators at the Food and Dru g Ad­ 
ministration tak e their signals from the 
White Hou se. 
The respected Medical Letter also 
reports that Darv on is “capable of 
produ cing dependences.” Ev en two y ears 


ago, states the Medical Letter, Lilly had 
“on file 57 cases of dependence as well as 
17 cases of ‘q u estionable dependence.’ ” 
Senator Gay lord Nelson, D-Wis., has 
also dev eloped ev idence su pporting ou r 
charges against Darv on. For ex ample, Dr. 
William Martin, chief of the National 
Institu te of Mental Health at the Addiction 
Research Center in Lex ington, Ky ., told 
the Senator that Darv on “produ ces a 
morphine-lik e eu phoria” and warned that 
it “shou ld not be prescribed in place of 
aspirin.” 
Dr. John Adriani, an AMA Dru g 
Cou ncil 
chairm an, 
called 
Darv on 
“mark edly ov errated.” And Dr. Leo 
Hollister, associate staff chief at the 
Veterans Hospital in Palo Alto, Calif., told 
Senator Nelson of his efforts to restrict the 
u se of Darv on becau se it is no better than 
aspirin and “probably costs 40 or 50 times 
as mu ch.” 


$4 MILLION EXCESS 
The Senator fou nd that the Defense 
Department had spent $4,36 0,78 4 on 
Darv on. The same amou nt of aspirin 
wou ld hav e cost only $172,380, more than $4 
million less. 
In ou r earlier colu mn on Darv on, we 
q u oted from a new federally -sponsored 
report. Ou r sou rce had ask ed u s to 
witnnoia the name of the report and its 
sponsoring agency . We hav e now been 
released from this restriction. 
The stu dy was sponsored by the Health, 
Edu cation, and Welfare Department and 
was directed by medical writer-scientist 
Dr. R. F. Maronde. As y et u npu blished, it 
deals with patients at Los Angeles Cou nty - 
Univ ersity of Sou thern California Medical 
Center. It alleges that Darv on and other 
widely prescribed dru gs hav e a “grav e 
potential for abu se and hav e been ob­ 
serv ed to be employ ed most freq u ently by 
dru g abu se patients.” 
Some patients are wangling ov er­ 
prescriptions from their doctors, or from 
sev eral doctors at the same time. The 
ex cess Darv on, thereafter, sometimes 
mak es its way into the black mark et. 
Writes Maronde: “In the Lo6 Angeles 
area, and perhaps elsewhere, (Darv on) is 
now being u sed by heroin addicts and other 
dru g abu sers who remov e the material 
from the capsu les, pu t it in solu tion and 
inject 
it 
intrav enou sly 
for 
its 
psy chopharmacological effects.” 
Conclu sion: we won’t retract ou r 
charges against Darv on.

Un der the 
Fo rd Plan , Messrs. Mo n ey bags co u ld 
p resu mably co n tin u e to mak e u p fo r the 
delin q u en cy o f o ther v o ters by en o rmo u s 
p erso n al co n tribu tio n s, ju st so they didn ’t 
en d u p co n tribu tin g mo re than the can ­ 
didate is p ermitted to sp en d.

A 
co n tribu tio n to the p o litical can didate is a 
way o f ex ercisin g o n e's freedo m to sp eak , 
an d I can co n ceiv e o f times o f great 
n atio n al div isio n —fo r in stan ce the great 
debates o f 1968 o r 1939-1941—when the 
citizen feels so stro n gly abo u t an issu e o f 
n atio n al p o licy that he desires to mak e a 
sp ecial sacrifice in o rder to mak e p o ssible 
the widest circu latio n o f his p o in t o f v iew. 
Sin ce in su ch situ atio n s the p o in t o f v iew is 
wedded to the can didacy o f a p articu lar 
hu man bein g, ru n n in g fo r the Presiden cy , 
an d, do wn the lin e, fo r the Sen ate an d the 
Ho u se, o n e wo n ders at the wisdo m, let 
alo n e the co n stitu tio n ality , o f say in g that a 
can didate can n o t sp en d all the mo n ey that 
is sen t him.

A Ring Of Wood 


A RING O F WOOD 
'Hie first Thanksgiving Days 
were harvest 
festivals, 
and 
were in celebration of bountiful 
crops for which the people 
thanked God. The first New 
England Thanksgiving came 
into being on December 13, 1621 
and 
memorialized 
the corn 
harvest which assured the 
Plymouth Colonists that they 
would have enough to eat in the 
coming 
winter. 
This 
first 
Thanksgiving in the New World 
consisted of three 
days of 
feasting and prayers. 
A crop, which few people are 
aware of at Thanksgiving time, 
is the annual ring of wood that 
has been added to each of the 
billions of trees, of infinite 
variety, that form the forests of 
America. This current growth is 
so unspectacular, compared to 
fields of corn, that to some 
people trees never seem to 
grow. 
The slow growing, thick- 
walled cells of the summer 
wood, which followed the fast 
growing thin-walled cells of the 
spring wood will 
form 
the 
division line between this 
season’s growth and next year’s 
spring growth. 
This 
annual 
ring, made up of spring wood 
and summer wood, constitutes 
the 
19 71 
tim ber 
crop 
in 
America. 
Fitting like a glove, next to 
the cambium cells just beneath 
the bark, this ring of wood 
extends over the entire tre e - 
out to the tiniest twig. The 
thickness of the annual ring at 
stump height might be almost 
microscopic on a slow growing 
bristle-cone pine, or it might be 
half an inch wide on a fast 
growing southern pine, such as 
slash pine. For the sam e species 
of tree, it may vary immensely 
depending upon soil conditions, 
current rainfall, or competition 
by neighbors in a crowded 
stand. 
The number of annual rings 
that it takes to produce an inch 
of radial growth is very im­ 
portant to the forester. With an 
increment borer, which is a 
hollow auger made of the finest 
Swedish steel, the forester 
extracts a small core of wood 
from which he can determine 
the growth rate for the past 
several decades. He is mostly 
concerned, in a managed forest, 
with what the annual rings 
reveal about the growth of the 
trees in the past ten years. A 


heavy falling off in growth may 
indicate that the stand needs 
thinning. 
By 
increasing the 
growth rate on selected quality 
trees, through thinning out 
competitors, a greater financial 
return on the tree crop may be 
expected than by trying to carry 
too many trees per acre to 
maturity. 


The width of the annual ring 
can also affect the quality of the 
tim ber product. Too rapid 
growth in softwoods, such as the 
pines, is not desirable. Struc­ 
tural weaknesses and lower 
density in the wood product are 
reflected by wide annual rings. 
The highly prized old growth 
white pine used in pattern stock 
was made up of many rings to 
the inch, uniformly spaced. The 
white pine mast timbers, that 
were cut in Warren County in 
the early days, could not have 
withstood the buffetting of the 
fierce gales as the sailing ships 
rounded “the Horn” had it not 
been for the uniformly spaced 
annual rings of just the right 
number to the inch of radial 
growth. But in hardwoods, such 
as black cherry, the faster the 
growth, the denser the wood. 
And in white ash, only the 
fastest growing second-growth 
trees produce m aterial for 
premium quality baseball bats. 
The slow growing old-growth 
ash is too brash. 


TTie big advantage a timber 
crop has over annual crops, 
such as corn or wheat, is that 
harvesting of it can be post­ 
poned when current market 
conditions are poor. It is not 
lost, even if harvesting is 
postponed for a decade or more, 
unless it has been killed or 
damaged by fire, insects, or 
disease.
